REGIMENTAL INSTITUTE. FUNDS 
CASE SEQUEL

(Major G. M. H. Ogilvy, who was 


‘sometime President of the Regi- 


mental Institute of the 2nd Batta- 
lion ithe King’s Own Scottish Bor- 
derers, faced a. General Court 
Martial which was opened jn the 
Officers’ .Mess, Murray Barracks, 
this morning. 

The charge is a’sequel to.a recent 
Court Martial in which’ Corporal 
Charles 
K.O.S.B., was tried on 16 counts of 
alleged embezzlement, in connection 
with the Regimental Institute funds 
totalling about $1,350, he being con- 
victed on two of the charges and sen- 
tenced to 80 days’ imprisonment. 

During the proceedings the point 
was brought up as to whether an 
officer, the President of the Insti- 
tute, was negligent or not in allow- 
ing Hendry +o ‘handle cash. 

A Misunderstanding 

The previous Court Martial began 
on April 80 and closed on May 18. 
As was the case on that occasion, 
Mr. Somerset Fitzroy, ‘barrister-at- 
Jaw (Assistant Attorney-General in 
the Hong Kong Government, was 
Judge-Advocate to-day, he sitting 
with five officers of the rank of 
Major and upward. 

Solicitors conducted the.case for 
both sides in the first Court Martial 
but legal representation was not in- 
yoked this morning? 

Major BE, G. Miles, D.S.0., M.C., 
is defending Major Ogilvy. 

Owing to a misunderstanding, 
Pressmen were not admitted when 
the trial opened so that, at the time, 
the personnel of the Court and the 
nature of the charge against Major 
Ogilvy were not known. 

Captain G. H. R. Abbott, who 
commanded one of the Companies in 
the Battalion, was one of the wit- 
nesses called by the prosecution. 

Important Point 


Cross-examined by accused’s 


“friend,” Captain Abbott said that 


he did not (at the time) know in 
1928 the difference between an 
“order” .and “bearer” cheque. 

He agreed with the defending offi- 
cer that it would be fair to say that 
during the whole of 1928 “it was 
fair to say that practically all che- 
ques from his (witness’) Company 
to the President of the Regimental 
Institute were made out payable to 
‘bearer’ ”; and that in 1929 instruc- 
tions were issued to make all che- 
ques out to “order” and crossed. 

Neither the Company's standing 
(banking) account nor anotier ac- 
count were audited by the Regimen- 
tal Audit Board, Captain Abbott 
continued in answer to: a question. 

The President thereupon remark- 
eed to the defending officer: “That 
is an important point. I am glaad 
you drought it out.”

DIVERSIONS TO ST. LAWRENCE'S 
ROUTE" 


_ FURTHER INQUIRY, WANTED 


The’ recent Federal report on the 
diversion of commerce- through Cana- 
dian ports subordinated major fac- 
tors, emphasised clementa of less im- 
portance ‘and minimised the import- 
ance of! the situation, according to 
exceptions filed by the Port of New 
York Authority. A true picture eo: 
conditions has not been given in the 
Senate document,. the Port Authority 
conditions has not™been given in the 
condition into. the situation be  con- 
tinued by the Senate, and that a-re- 
port he made at the next session of 
Congress: on the progress of .negotia- 
tions for parity of inspection. on 
United States grain and removal of 
discriminatory, Customs - preference. 

It is also recommended that legis- 
Jation ‘be prepared for introduction 
into Congress in the event of satis- 
factory progress in diplomatic adjust- 
ment failing or making no progress. 
such legislation to be confingd to the 
matter of enforcing at United States 
ports a parity of grading with Cana: 
dian ports on United States grain 
‘deliverable under export contracts, 

The Federal inquiry ‘was: made 
under the terms: of a resolution in- 
troduced a far ago by Senator 
Walsh gf Massachusetts, which es- 
tablished a committes consisting of 
the Secretaries of State and Agri- 
culture, and the chairman. of the 
Interstate Commerce Commission and 
the United States Shipping Board, 
Briefs sent by the Port Authority to 
four Senators from the port’ district 
were accompanied by letters. signed 
by Mr. John FP. Galvin; .as chair- 
man. 

A Wrong Perspective 

“After a careful. review ‘of this re- 
port,”. Mr, Galvin wrote, “the Port 
‘Authority is convinced that,-with. all 
due respect to the Interstate Com- 
merce ‘Commission and the United 
States Shipping Board, the import- 
ance of the diversion, particularly of 
grain, has been minimised; that the 
major factors responsible’ for. the 
diversion have been subordinated in 
the review, and elements of much 
less importance emphasised and put 
in a wrong perspective. F 

“Furthermore, the. Port Authority 
is of-—the opinion that the Senate 
should take specific cognisance of the 
negotiations reported as in progress 
or about to be entered into with the 
Canadian Government forthe stan- 
dardisation of grain grading practices 
arid the removal of discriminatory 
customs duties, by further resolution 
requesting a report of progress with- 
in a given period and preparation of 
legislation designed:...to_correct the 
situation if negotiation fails. : 

“The voluminous statistics prepared 
to show relative proportion of the 
trade of each country handled 
through the ports of the neighbour- 
ing country, do not show a true pic- 
ture of the competitive situation 

“If the comparisons had béen limit- 
ed to traffic to and from territory so 
situated geographically as to be re- 
garded as competitive territory from 
a port viewpoint, and had been limit- 
ed to that season when compctitign 
is physically possible, a very differ- 
ent picture of the ‘extent of diver- 
sion’ would ‘nave resulted, 

Retter Analysis Possible 

“The statistical. difficulty in pre- 
senting such figures must be admit- 
ted, but we are of the opinion that, 
particularly with reference to grain, 
a more ifluminating analysis is pos- 
sible. The counter emphasis .in the 
report on the diversions of Canadian 
trade via the United States, again 
with particular reference to wheat, 
fails to point out the fact that the 
bulk of the Canadian cron moves 30 
late in the season as to encounter 
the closing of navigation at Montreal 
and hence must, because of natural 
conditions rather than artificial 
freight. rate adjustments or grain 
grading, flow through the ports of 
the United States, . 

“We do not believe that every 
source has been exhausted in an at- 
tempt to develop the movement of 
ex-lake grain by rail‘ and water to 
the- competitive north Atlantic ports; 
both United States and © Canadian, 
during ‘the season when navigation is 
open to all ports. This is the only 
grain which is truly competitive. 
From the records of the New York 
Produce Exchange-we arrive-at the 
connection that only half of the grain 
moving through New York in 1927 
was in any sense competitive with 
Montreal, while practically all the 
grain. through Montreal is competi- 
tive from a geographical and seasonal 


standpoint, 

“Phe only facts that the Govern- 
ment report cites-from a transporta- 
tion standpoint which would make the 
grain prefer Monitrea! is ‘that the 
more expeditious movement, vig the 
St. Lawrence and the alleged superior 
facilities for handling’ grain at Mon- 
real. The superior expedition ‘of 
inland -movement’ to -Montreal is 
counter-balanced by the faster and 
more. frequent ocean steamship’ sail- 
ings from New York.:~ There-is. no 
evidence in the. report. or outside to 
support. the statement. that grain 
facilities at Montreal are superior to 
those.at New York from ‘the; export- 
er’s” standpoint." It. is a- fact that

Power is being derived from three 
Lentz type steain engines, two of 
which are. driving a Westinghouse 
Generator througt the Renold Chain‘ 
Drive. 

This drive although perhaps unique 
in itself is only typical of the largs 
horse powers which are being trans- 
mitted by this class of medium all 
over the World, and drives up-to 
600 h.p., in both Bush Roller and In- 
-verted’ Tooth types of Chain, are 
available for immediate delivery. 

‘A 600 hp. four single strand Bush 
Roller Chain Drive was supplied by 
this same firm, almost three years 
ago, to a Spinning and Weaving fac: 
tory in Switzerland, for transmitting 
power from the Turbine Shaft to a 
Generator st 1,780 f.p.m., on wheels 
of 19 and 108 teeth, at 7 ft. centres 

Since its installation .it has been 
in continuous use, and a fact worthy 
of note is that. for a certain period 
this drive, due to unforeseen circum: 
stances, was compelled to run at 
twice its normal speed, ie. 3,560 
f.p.m. After this gruelling test the 
Chain Drive was carefully inspected 
and found to be in perfect condition, 
and. has given satisfactory service 
ever since. 

‘The present is an age of_increas- 
ing activity. Factories and -work- 
shops® are extending in every direc- 
tion, and it is the individual respon- 
sible for the efficient and economical 
working of the plant who can, with

~ CELL

It will come as news of great intereat 
to'the whole electrical industry that 
the General Electric 
is now starting on the commercial pro- 
‘duction of photo-electri¢ cells. Until 
quite recently the uses of photo-clectric 
cells have been known only to a few, 
and their practical applications have 
been very limited. On every side 
various pieces of apparatus - and 
mechanisms are now coming into use 
which require light sensitive devices 
for their operation, and it is for these 
that the “Osram photo-cells” have been 
developed. - : . 

Probably the.application best known 
to the public is the Talking Film, most 
systems of which employ these cells to. 
convert varying light impulses on the 


films into. electrical currents which are, 


applied and reproduced as synchron- 
ised sound by loud-speakers' in the 
cinema. A second practical application 


well known to the newspaper reading. 


public is picture telegraphy—an appli- 
cation telegraph which is exténding its 
field of: activities all over the world.

Compared 
with the selenium cell the photeo-cell 
has marked advantages, in it it is 
more reliable. and consistent, and has 
no time lag for ordinary working con- 
ditions. . 5 B 

The principle of action of the photo- 
cell"is very simple, but much investiga: 
tion and experiment have been neces- 
sary in order that these: principles 
could be applied to enable cells to be 
made in a‘reliable and efficient form. 
Inside a’ glass bulb is prepared a sensi- 
tised metallic surface which emits elec- 
trons when illuminated. The bulb is: 
either evacuated or filled with an inert 
gas at low pressure according to the 
type of cell required. Near this sensi- 
tized surface but insulated from it is 
a small wire grid which is arranged to 
have a positive potential relative to the 
metal surface, and thus the electrons 


(which are negatively charged) are col--|- 


lected, and a ‘current passes in the 
circuit as long as a light is illuminating 
the cell, 


The emitting surface is called the 
cathode and the positively charged 
grid the anode. The voltage: required 
for best operation is of the order of 200 
volts between the anode and the 
cathode. : 

The photo-eleetric currerits are ex- 
tremely small being of the order of one 
microampere with strong . sources of 
{llumination, but they are proportional 
to the light and -hence are applicable 
to most forms of light measurements.

PLEA FOR CORRESPONDENTS 


Canton—Mr, Hin Wong, a Canton 
newspaperman and ‘a vice-president 
of the Press Congress of the 
World, has addressed a letter to 
Dr. C. T. Wang (Minister for For- 
eign. Affairs) asking him to request 
the National Government at Nan- 
king to rescind their recent: ordera 
against the “N.-C. Daily News,” 
the “North China. Herald,” Mr. 
George E, Sokolsky, Mr..Charles 
Dailey of the “Chicago Tribune” 
and Mr. Hallett Abend of the “New 
York Times” so that they may each 
continue to practice their profes: 
sion in China without any -incon- 
venience. It may be recalled that 
the National Government forbade 
the “N.-C. Daily. News” “and thel! 


,“North China Herald” to use the 


Chinese Postal Service and asked 
the US.A. Government to send 
from China the three men named. 


“Unquestionable Right” 
Mr: Wong believes that the Na- 
tional Government of China,. like 
all great goyernments of the world, 
is deeply in favour of the freedom 


of the press, including the unques-| 3 


\tionable right to discuss what is 
not explicitly. fotbidden by law. 
He thinks that the rapid develop- 
ments and changes of conditions in 
China the last few years have made 
it exceedingly difficult “even for. 
Chinese themselves to observe 
events and express views correctly, 
and journalists with Occidental 
training may ‘easily have honest 
difference of opinion concerning 
subjects Orienal. 

Under these circumstai.ces and 
in view of the goodwill. and sym- 
pathy the Press of the world ia 
general displays towards the Chi- 
nese Nationalist movement, per- 
heps the National Government,. Mr. 
Wong, hopes, will take a lenient 


view of the incidents. which have}; 


led to the unpleasant outcome. 
No Interference?. 

Mr. Wong is also confident that 
any generosity exercised.,in this 
matter will not be construed other- 
wise than. only a desire on the. part 
of the National Government to 
safeguard the freedom of the 
Press and/to re-assure the Press 
of the world that China has no in- 
tention whatever to interfere with 
Chinese or international newspaper 
ccorrespondents in the legitimate 
gathering and publication of news 
in this or other part of the world. 

“More Accurate” 

Mr. Wong is now editor of the 
“South China Review” and was at 
times correspondent in Canton for 
the Associated Press, Reuter’s and 
other newspapers and agencies at 
home or abroad. In addition to 
being a newspaperman, Mr. Wong 
ig at present. foreign secretary of 
the Kwangsi Exposition to be held 
in Liuchow, Kwangsi, in June, 1930. 

Mr. Wong thinks that, after all, 
foreign newspaper correspondents 
and foreign newspapers in China 
have been able to give more accur- 
ate ‘ reports concerning Chinese 
affairs than the Chinese who, while 
desiring to tell mothing” but the 
truth, have often been - prevented 
from doing so by censorship im- 
posed by local Chinese auhorities 
even in time of peace.—Szehai 
News Service.

“That this meeting, fully recognis- 
ing the 
Royal National Lifeboat Institution 
in its national work of lifesaving, 
desires to record its hearty apprecia- 
tion of the gallantry of the coxswains 
and crews of the institution's life- 
boats, and. gratefully to acknowledge 
the valuable help rendered to the 
enuse by the local committees, honor- 
ary secretaries and honorary trea- 
surers.” y 

Sir.Godfrey Baring, Bart. (chair- 
man), was in the chair, and referred 
to- the wonderful response from the 
shipping, world to the appeal for new 
lifeboats. He said that the Cunard 
Line had ijust promised to present a 
new lifeboat to the institution. 

Lord ‘Reading’s Hope 

Lord Reading, in moving the re- 
solution, said that the institution was 
an indispensable one to ‘Britain.

61,000 lives, which meant about 
eleven lives per week.

- ABORIGINES 


CHURCH oF 12 MEMBERS 


The Rev. William C, Newburn 

of Wuchow, who, together with a 
Mr. Desterhaft, recently made a 
-trip to Kuchow, a city. in the 
south-western partof Kweichow 
province, about 500 miles from 
‘Wuchow, Kwangsi’s most :nodern. 
city, has given some very interest- 
ing information about the country 
and the people there, and also the 
conditions which then prevailed in 
that region. 
“Mrs. Newburn described the 
people as an aboriginal tribe with- 
out any touch.of modern civilisa- 
tion or knowledge of: the Gospel 
and the country as beiny a robber 
infested area; but. their trip was 
a noted one, he having had to 
travel without modern con- 
yoniences. 

A bus made out of a motor truck 
with lard board seats conveyed 
them over rough roads a part of 
the way and then they went 
native craft,.on which they had to 
eat, sleep and live, all inthe same 
part of the boat. Sanitation in 
this mode of travelling was ex- 
tremely poor. 

; Danger from Robbers - 
-“As they reached the border of 
Kwangsi and Kweichow, the tra- 
vellers were threatened by dan- 
ger from robbers and it was neces- 
sary for them to have military 
escorts from one district to an- 
other. However, that was the only 
section of their trip where they 
were threatened.

ETHICS EXAMINED FROM 
CATHOLIC ANGLES: 


TRANSFERENCE OF RIGHTS 


In.the “Rock,” (Fathe- P. Joy, 

S.J. writes:— : 
_ The Female Domestic fervice 
Ordinanc& 1923, which the’ Hong 
Kong Government issued: aa 4 step 
towards the elimination of the 
Mui-tsai system from the Colony, 
though ineffective asa piece of 
legislation, is valuable as an ofli- 
‘eial exposition of the system it- 
self. Section 2 of Part 1 gives a 
definition of the Mui-tsai System. 
It runs As follows: ; 

“Whereas ,ccriuin persons have er- 
yonvously supposed that the payment 
of money to the. parent or guardian 
of employer of a femals child, nuch 
payment purporting to be in reine 
for the transfer of certain parental, 
rights, may confer rights of proper 
in the child and certain rights of 
tuining possession, custody and 
trol of the child as against the cl 
parent or guardian and as against 
the child herself, it is hereby declar- 
-ed and enacted, that no such payment 
can confer any such rights whatsa- 
aver upon the person making such 
payment or upon any olher persen.” 

Even if a person knew nothin 
about the Mui-tyai system beyond 
what is contained in this Ordjn- 
~ ance, he would gather the follow- 
ing facts as to its general char- 
acter: ) é. 

(a} By a contract af purchase he» 
tween the parents of the. child and 
her purcltaser there’ are transferrest, 
not only parental rights, but alsa 
“oortuin rights of property in) the 
child. and certain rights of retaining 
custody and control of the child a: 
. against the child’s parent or guardian 
and as against the child herself.” 

{b) These rights are at times 
transferred by the original purchaser 
to another, Thus we read: “No mui- 
tsai shall hereafter be . transferred 
from ane employer to anether.” (It 
will be noted that the Ordinanee uses 
the words “employer” but “purchas 
ev" or “owner' is a mare exact des- 
criptiun of the status.) 

(ce) These rights may. pass, upon 
the death of the owner, to another 


person. The Ordinance makes lhe |} 


following provision: “Every person, 
who after the date of the coming: 
into. uperation of this Ordinance, shall 
become the employer of a? mui-tsai 
by reason of the death of tho former 
empluyer of such mui-tsai or for any 
- other reason, shall) report such fact 
in the prescribed manner within one 
week after he shall have beeume the 
actual employer of such mui-tsai,” 

(d) Some: information as to the 
age'at which the children are sold as 
mui-tsai would be gathered from thy 
fullowing sections: 

“Subject to the period allowed for 
registration, and subject to the pro- 
visions of section 9, no person shall 

- have in his employment any female 
domestic servant under the age of 10 
years unless such servant iy a ree 
Ristered mui-tsai.’ 

“Every mui-tsai of or over the age 
of 10 years shall be entitled to such 
wages for her services as shall he 
preseribed.” 

(c) Some doubt as ta the age 
limit at the other end of the scale 
would be left in his mind by the 
words “any muj-tsai, under Lhe ages 
nf 18 years” which appear i another 
part of the Ordinance. 

() Suspicion as to possible cruelty 
in the treatment of these girls would 
he aroused by the seetion waich pro- 
hibits “any punishment to which such 
employer might not reisonably sub- 
ject his own denghter.” and by the 
provision that ‘in every prosecution 
for pver-work or ill-treatment of a 
moi-tsai medical evidevee shall be 
given before the mag te, trying 
the case, as to the ini received 
by such mui-tsai, and the magistrate 
shall find whether such i-troatment 
amounted. in h's opinion, 1o gross 
eruelty or not.” 

A Warning 

Starting from thesc meayre de-

“A Sound Principle” 

“To come back, finally, to the case 
we put above—let us suppose that 
a family in dire straits selis their 
child as a mui-tsai for a fixed num- 
ber of years not exceeding the age 
of emancipxtion, and with a con- 
‘| dition attached that, in case of ill- 
treatment they shall have the right 
to take her back, it is dificult to see 
that the case would ditfer material- 
ly from the last case which we have 
theen consitenng.

That (celing represents sound prin- 
ciple of ethics. But if it is put to 
us that, ina particular case the par- 
ents have neither the means to sup- 
port nor the ability to protect a 
child. If it.is put to us, further- 
more, that they can get the child 
taken as a mui-tsai in a family 
where she is certain to be as well, 
if not better looked after than in 
her own home, it is, difficult to see 
why we should, in the name of 
ethics condemn such a transfer of 
parental authority, even though the 
parents, in doing it, have profited 
financially by the transaction. 

A Right To Obedience 

The grounds for condemning the 
system outlined above do not apply 
in this case because the parents 
have a right to obedience from their 
children during the period of 
tutelage, and that is the only right 
which they are yielding up in the 
contract. They are neither bind~ 
ing the child to a lifelong service, 
nor giving to her purchaser the 
right to select a husband for her 
without her consent. Their duties to 
educate, support and protect their 
child are better provided for in the 
contract than if the child were to 
remain in her own home. She is 
no worse off under this head,

Rights Alienated . , 
We conclude, ‘therefore, that 
while the mui-tsai system as com~-

Interesting Ages : 

The ‘ages of the other South 
African players. are very inter- 
esting.

H. Qwen-Smith is 
actually only just turned twenty, 
and left the Diocesan College, 
Capetown, only a year ago. Bruce 
Mitchell is only 21 years old, and

Johannesburg. 

Dennis Morkel, the young Cape- 
town giant, who has been having 
an astoundingly. successful time, 
both as a bowler. and batsman, in 
league cricket in Capetown this 
season, is just 28. Quentin Me- 
| Millan, a clever slow bowler and 
stylish bat, who has never before 
played representative cricket, is 
23, the same age as Jimmie Christy, 
regarded as the best of the younger 
school of batsmen in- South Africa 
to-day, even if he failed against 
the M.C.C. team last.season. 

Horace Cameron, reckoned dy 
many to be the best wicket-keeper 
South: Africa has even produced—

BROADCASTING 


In leat week's notes (says the | 


\“Singapore Free Press” radio ex- 
pert) I mentioned that a station 
will be broaaeasting on about 40 
metres. That is a local amateur, 
VS1AB of Singapore. He has been 
testing for some nights now at 9 


| p.m. and 1 have“ no doubt many 


listenars-in must have heard him. 
The wavelength is 41 metres. 
VS38AB may. be heard on morse, just 
a degree or two above, reporting 
results of these tests. 

By the time these notes. appear 
again I hope to hear another. local 
station on the air. 

The question whether or not 
broadcasting by a company will pay 
out here is a difficult one to answer. 
Theoretically or if laid) out in a 
prospectus it may appear to be 
capable of paying handsome 
dividends but if carried out in 
practice I have-my doubts. Let us 
assume that the. proposal includes 
wireless telephony ‘service besides 


| providing music and other items. 


An hour or two of music does not 
offer sufficient, inducement to the 
average man in the street. If the 
time is say from 7 to 10 p.m. where 
will ‘the convergations ¢ome in? 
For conversational service there 
must be a station at the other end 
—it is this that is very seldom con- 
sidered. It means that every -dol- 
lar spent here must be duplicated 
for the other side. In addition to the 
upkeep charges“extra éxpénditure 
must be made for. experimental pur- 
poses and this DUES to a fairly 
large siim. . 

Rectifier, amplifier, modulator and 
oscillator valves requiré frequent 
renewal especially when the power 
amounts to hundreds of Kilowatts 
for efficient service. 

Then comes the staff, administra- 
tive, scientific, electrical mechanical. 

‘When all ‘these are taken into ac- 
count the revenue dwindles and the 
prospects of enormous dividends 
disappear.

Telephony conversation is only a 
side line to the morse traffic carried 
out during.the day and night. 

This principle cannot .be applied 
to the Straits .as there are other 
interests at stake, There is the 
Eastern Extension Telegraph Com- 
pany who have recently formed a 
merger with the.*Marconi 
and received the sanction “of the 
Home Government. 

The problem does. not 
simple. 

As regards local jentertainment 
for the Straits and Malaya the 
solition as far as I can see lies with 
the Jisteners-in and amateurs them- 
selves. It is up to them to make 
the first move and that is to bring 
to life the dormant Society that was 
formed years ago. There dX no 
reason why we should be behind our 
neighbours: In every. line of sport 
or project there are clubs, societies 
or associations, but why not a 
Radio Society or league. Hf we

With a society in existence there 
is no longer any. reason why radio 
should be such a mystery, Every 
member could submit his problems 
solution and results of ex- 
periments be discussed. to the great 
advantage of beginners - and new- 
comers.

This was considered a freak, which 
was soon dispelled when the 
achievement was ‘repeated.
